LONDON, Feb. 4. 
N returning to London.for the fourth time 
O since the war. began, but after an ab- 
sence of months, one finds her much near- 
er the field .of operations. A year ago her citizens 
enjoyed the confidence that comes from living 
on an island. ‘Compared with Paris, where, ct 
Claye, the enemy was within fifteen miles, and, 
at the Forest Montmorency, within ten miles, 
London seemed as far removed from the front 
as Mohtreal. Since then, so many of her men 
have left for the front, so many of the enemy’s 
airships have visited her, that she seems a part 
oi it. A year ago an officer entering a restaurant 
Vas conscious of his uniform. Today, anywhere 
in London, a man out of uniform, or not wear- 
ing-a khaki armlet, is as conspicuous as a scarlet 
A year ago the lamps had been so 
darkened that it was not easy to find the key- 
hole to your street door. Now, you are in luck 
if you find the street. Nor does that mean you 
have lingered long at ‘dinner. For after 9:30 
nowhere in London can you buy a drink; not at 
your hotel, not even at your club. At 9:30 the 
waiter whisks your drink off the table. What 

happens to it after that only the waiter knows. 
A year ago the only women in London in uni- 
form were the nurses. Now, so many are in uni- 
form that to one visitor they presented the most 
surprising change the war has brought to that 
city. Those who live in London to whom the 
change has come gradually, are probably hardly 
aware how significant it is. Few people, cer- 


‘tainly few men, guessed that so many positions, 


that before the war were open only to men, 
could be fillec quite as capably by women. Only 
the comic papers guessed it. All that they ever 
mocked at. all the suffragettes and “equal rights” 
women ever hoped for, seems to have come true. 
Even women policemen. True,.thy do not take 
the place of the real, immortal London Bobby, 
neither do the “special constables,” but, if a young 
girl is out late-at night with her young man in 
khaki, ‘she ‘is: held up by a policewoman and sent 
home. And her young man in khaki dare not 
resist. 

In Paris.when the place of a man who had been 
mobilized: was taken by his wife, sister or daugh- 
ter, no one was surprised. French women have 
for vears worked in partnership with men to a 
degree unknown in England. They helped as 
bookkeepers, shopkeepers, in the restaurants they 
always Handled the money, in the theaters, the 
ushers, box openers, were women, the Government 
tobacco shops were run by women. That French 
women were capable, efficient, hard working was 
as trite a saying as that the Japanese are a n- 
(erful little people. So, when the men went to 
the front an“ the women carried on their work, 
they were only proving a proverb. 


Places Opened for Women to an 
Extent Never Dreamed of Before 
UT in England, careers for women, outside 
B those of governess, typist, barmaid or 
show girl, which entailed marrying a 
Marquis, were' as few as votes.

“To wear gold lace, and touch your hat, and 
whistle for a taxicab, if the whistle is a me- 
chanical one, is no difficult task. It never was 
absolutely necessary that a butler and two men 
should: divide the labor of serving one cup of 
coffee, one 'ump of sugar and one cigarette. A 
healthy: young “woman might manage all three 
tasks, and iot faint. So the innovaticr of fe- 
male butlers and footmen is not important. But 
many of the jobs now held in London by women 
are those which require strength, skill and en- 
durance, Pulling on the steel rope of an ele- 
vator and closing the steel gates for eight hours 
a day requires strength and endurance; and yet 
im all the big department stores, the lifts are 
worked by girls. Women also drive the vans, 
and dragging on the brake of a brewery wagon 
and. curbing two draft horses § a verv different 
matter from steering one of the ca¥s that made 
peace: hateful. Not that there are no women 
chauffeurs. They are everywhere. You see them 
driving lorries, business cars, private cars, taxi- 
cabs, ambulances. 

In men’s caps and uniforms of green, gray, 
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robe, you mistake them for boys. Yesterday I 
saw a 3000-ton motor truck clearing a way for 
itself down Picadilly. It was filled with over 
two dozen Tommies and driven recklessly by a 
girl in khaki, of not more than 18 years. How 
many indoor positions have been taken over by 
women one can only guess, but if they are in 
proportion to the out-of-dceors jobs now filled by 
women and girls, it would seem as though half 
the work in London was carried forward by what 
we once were pleased to call the weaker sex. 
To the visitor there appears to be regiments of 
them. They look very business like and smart:in 
their uniforms and whatéver their work is they 
are intent upon it. As a rule, when a woman 
attempts a man’s work she is conscious. She is 
more concerned with the fact that she is hold- 
ing down a man’s job than with the job. Whether 
she is a lady lawyer, lady doctor or lady journal- 
ist, she always is surprised to find herself where 
she is. The girls and women you see in uni- 


‘form by the thousands in London seem to have 


overcome that weakness. They are performing 
a man’s work and their interest is centered in the 


work, not in the fact that a woman has made a. 


success of it. If, after this, women in England 
want the vote and the men won't give it to them, 
the men will have a hard time explaining why. 


Getiing From Paris to London 
an Exasperating Experience now 

YEAR ago you could leave the Continent 
A and enter England by showing a passport 

and a steamier ticket. Today, it is as hard 
as difficult 
to invade England as for a rich man to enter the 
hingdom of heaven. To leave Paris for London 
you must obtain the permission of the police, the 
English Consul General and the American Consul 
General.” That gets you only to Havre. The Paris 
train arrives at Havre at 9 o’clock at night and 
while the would-be passengers for the channel 
boat to Southampton are waiting to be examined, 
they are kept on the wharf in a goods shed. An 
English sergeant hands each of them a ticket with 
a number, and when the number is called the pas- 
senger enters a room on the shed where French 
and English officers put him,-or her, through a 
third degree. The examination is more or less 
severe, and sometimes the passenger is searched. 

There is nothing on the wharf to eat or drink, 
and, except trunks, nothing on which to sit. If 
ycu prefer to be haughty and stand, there is no 
law against that. Should you leave the shed for 
a stroll, you would gain nothing, for, as it is 
war time, at 9 o'clock every restaurant and cafe in 
Havre closes, and the town is so dark you would 
probably stroll into the harbor. 

So, like emigrants on our own: Ellis Island, 
English and French army and navy officers, dis- 
patckt bearers, American ambulance drivers, Red 
Cross nurses, and afl the other picturesque trav- 
elers of these interesting times, shiver, yawn and

thé channel is drawn up to the wharf not forty 
feet away, all lights and warmth and cleanliness.

A re-enforcement of its legislative strength 
which’ will cause the British empire to breathe 
freer in this time of distress and need took place 
when William Waldorf Astor assumed his seat 
last week as a Baron in the upper house of Par- 
liament. While we made Mr. Astor a member of 
the New York Legislature when he was living 
over here with us and kept him there from 1878 
to 1881, it cannot be said that we were just as 
appreciative as we might have been of his legisla- 
tive capacity. In fact, in 1882, he was willing to 
go to Rome to represent our national interests as 
Uniged States Minister, which he might not have 
done had we given him proper recognition at 
home. Then, in 1890, when it appeared that he 
couldpnever be elected to anything again, he quit 
ue entirely and took, up his residence in En- 
gland.

profitable legislative apprenticeship on this side 
of the water. The extraordinary roles played by 
Thad Stevens, Zack Chandler and others of our 
Congress in providing for a vigorous and effective 
prosecution of our great war are as yet unfilled 
in the British Parliament. Is-it some such role 
that Astor has selected for himself? 
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THE GERMAN GENERAL STAFF. 
The Vossische Zeitung prints a panegyric of 
the German military staff in this war, and at the 


same time outlines its duties. It says: 

: The triumph of-German arms and German 
statesmanship rests altogether on a thorough 
understanding between the diplomatic and 
military leaders—the one supplements the 
work of the other. When it became desir- 
able wo affiliate Bulgaria with us, the gen- 
eral staff brought to bear on that country a 
military showing that was a more powerful 
argument than mere diplomatic notes could 
ever have been. Other countries imagined 
that they could compass the same end with 
money or friendly promises; and their diplo- 
mats rocked themselves to sleep. Germany 
acted—not talked or promised. Had not Von 
Hindenburg thoroughly understood that his 
saber must lend weight to German diplomacy, 
and had hé not promptly led 300,000 victori- 
ous-men to the gates of Bulgaria, that coun- 
try might not yet be convinced.

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PENNY-WISE POLICY. 

The Board of Aldermen has made a mistake in 
passing the bill providing for the cheapest plan 
of widening Twelfth street to accommodate.traftic’ 
over the new Viaduct. 

The plan adopted is a makeshift which greatly 
impairs the beauty and the: traffic value of the 
street. It leaves a section of the street, the most 
important section, at the end of the 82-foot. via- 
duct only 60 feet wide. This will have a bottling 
effect. 

The board holds that the street may be widened 
in future; but when can it be Widened at less 
cost than now? The improvements will enhance 
the value of property and may invite costly build- 
ings. The way to do improvement work of this 
kind is to do it thoroughly in the beginning. 

The same reasoning applies to Washington 
avenue between Jefferson and Grand. ‘That pro- 
posed improvement should be put through on the 
original plan while the cost of property is at 
the lowest point.. We should plan and execute 
thoroughly for the future.

PROB@RESSIVENESS ON THE BENUH. 

A fight is being made on Mr. Brandeis’ nomina- 
tion by persons who say he is too progressive. 

We have had fiot a few Judges who have been 
too conservative. They have done harm. They 
have checked progress. They have weakened 
pepular confidence in the judiciary until the pub- 
lic was inclined to give ear to dangerous judicial 
experiments and innovations. Some of the mont | 
dangerous ever proposed were urged in the Bull 
Moose ‘national platform, which no less than 
4,119,507: American voters supported in the elec- 
tion of 1912. 

And still what a pother would be raised in this 
country if a nominee for Justice should be op- 
posed because of his ultra conservatism! With 
what citation from the doctrines of the fathers 
and outcry of unseemliness would such an attack 
en the traditions of the judiciary be rebuked! 

Errors in progressiveness are commonly held in 
restraint by the qualities of intellect with which a 
tendency to progressiveness is almost invartably 
accompanied, in men who have accomplished 
things. But ultra conservatism unfortunately sel- 
dom possesses any qualities of intellect enabling 
it to guard against its own blunders. 

Probably it would not be ultra conservatism if 
it had that kind of brains. 

ARKANSAS’ NEXT REPUBLICAN GOVERNOR 

Dazzled and drawn like moths to the flame, 
the Republicans of Arkansas are fluttering 
around the solar luminary of Salem and trying 
to make him a candidate for Governor. We refer, 
of course, to our famous friend, John Hall, ed- 
itor of the Salem Sun. John, in this week’s issue 
is so far responsive as to talk this way: 

“The gladsome noise of a gubernatorial nomina- 
tion hath not turned our head. But it has 
warmed our heart toward our party.

He 
would make a brilliant business of the guberna- 
torial campaign. The eye of the nation would be 
on Arkansas, and it would blink. 
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OUR SARTORIAL REFORM. 

Having advised men to throw away their hats 
to save their hair, and discard tight or stiff col- 
lars for reasons as obvious as various, we are 
asked, How far is the Post-Dispatch campaign for 
men’s sartorial relief going?

If American citizens are traveling in ships in 
which they have the right to travel, going where 
they have the right to go under all the sea prac- 
tices and all the international customs of history, 
the American Government must defend them from 
murder, whether they have been warned or not. 


HOLD FAST BY THE LAW. 

Chicago Journal: The administration has 
made a serious mistake in proposing, suggesting, 
discussing or listening to discussion of the dis- 


arming of merchant ships. It opens a question 
which should have remained closed. 

The United States has held consistently that 
international law cannot be changed in time of 
war, that all belligerents must accept and abide 
by that law as they find it. International law 
allows merchantmen to carry small guns for de- 
fensive purposes, provided these guns are mount- 
ec so far aft as to be useless for purposes of at- 
tack.

Federal Government and the Militia 


Philadelphia Evening Telegraph: It has been 
made evident that the popular idea with Con- 
gress for an army reserve is the federalization of 
the state militia, as it is popularly called. 

What is a federalized militia? | 

The Constitution of the United States puts a 
distinct limit on the national authority over both 
the use and the organization of the militia. It 
provides for calling it into the national service 


only to execute the laws of the Union, to suppress 
insurrections and repel invasions. It could not. be 
made use of to carry on hostilities in another 
country. President Wilson could not have em- 
ployed the militia when he invaded. Mexico with 
a part of the army. : 

In another provision of the Constitution the 
right to appoint militia officers is reserved to 
the states, as well as the authority of training the 
militia according to the discipline prescribed by 
Congress. When the militia is called into the 
service of the United States the national authority 
over it is supreme, but as has been seen the con- 
ditions under which it may be called into serv- 
ice are limited, and when it has been so called 
it has not been altogether serviceable. 

In the Spanish-American War militiamen could 
not be sent to Cuba until they had individually 
enlisted in the national service, and then they 


ceased to be militiamen. Many militia regiments, 
through the patriotic zeal of citizens and of state 
authorities, were sent into camps within the 
United States, but they were not called into active 
service. The Government preferred individual 
enlistments to these organizations, which had 
been created under state authority solely, and as 
they could not be taken out of the country there 
was no use for them. :' 

If Congress is going to fall back on the militia, 
it will need to take entire control of it to have a 
dependable force. There cannot be a success- 
ful exercise of both state and national control at 
the same time. The motives which influence Con- 
gressmen to stand by their state militia can be 


the militia shall be the only second. tine of de- 
fense—and that is evidently-the situation—then 
they must hand the militia over to the full con- 
trol of the national Government. 

This cannot be done in a way to make it entirely 
effective without an amendment of the Constitu- 
tion which will put the militia under national 
Government authority for service anywhere when 
the country is at war, and also give the national 
Government authority to officer it. The militia 
should be made available, for it has training and 
the American spirit, but it will not be effective 
under present conditions, and the authority of 
Congress to create other conditions is limited.

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NO PLEDGE BROKEN. 

New York World: The atmosphere about the 
Democratic presidential nomination has under- 
gone no great amount of clarification through 
Mr. Wilson’s formal permission of the use of his 
name in the Ohio preference primaries. It has 
never been at all cloudy. 

The President’s position has been known prac- 
tically. from the time before his inauguration when 
he set it forth in a letter to A. Mitchell Palmer. 
He has been a candidate for renomination if his 
party wanted him to be, and he has not been a 
candidate if the price was to be any scheming 
on his part to incline the party toward him. It 
was the party and not Mr. Wilson that did the 
“pledging’’ at Baltimore against the second-term 
principle, and if the party chooses to forego any 
pledge of the kind in this concrete case, that is 
the party’s and not Mr. Wilson’s affair. 

The President has accordingly said neither yes 
nor no to the use of his name in State presidential 
primaries where his consent is not required. But 
in Ohio, where his consent is required if the Dem- 
ocratic voters are to be allowed to voice a prefer- 
ence, he gives his consent merely that they may 
be free to express a choice. 

The only thing to be remarked of this action is 
its entire consistency with the President’s atti- 
tude throughout.

It is clear now that if Germany wins 
she means to deal with the problem as 4 
whole. She has conquered all of Rus- 
sian Poland, and her armies occupy this 
region and much Russian territory be- 
yond the Bug. By her aid, Austria has 
won the victory she hoped for in the 
Balkans, and Servia and Montenegro are 
at her merey and the hegemony of the 
Balkans will be assured to the Haps- 
burgs, unless the fortune of war mate- 
rially changes. 

Germany, accordingly, plans 
Austria to cede the Polish districts of 
Galicia to the new Polish state, she 
medns to take the Polish districts of 
Russia, So far the problem 1is simple. 
But what is she going to do with her 
own Poles? No one knows, and no gn- 
swer to the question is at present pos- 
sible. But it is safe to forecast that a 
victorious Germany will not consent to 
restore, eve. to a protected Poland, the 
Netze district or any considerable por- 
tion of Posen or Silesia. 

Yet the creation of this Polish king- 
dom will bring its own perils. The real 
safety for Prussia has laid hitherto in 
the fact that both her neighbors, who 
shared in the work of destroying Po- 
land, have had the sanee reasons as she 
has had for laboring to prevent the 
Poles from realizing their aspirations. 
Russian, Prussian and Austrian armies 
have more than once co-operated to sub- 
due Polish insurrections and the three 
robber states have been united by a 
common: self-interest in thwarting Pol- 
ish patriotism. 

But once Russia and Austria have lost 
their Polish provine2s, neither will be 
eoneerned to help Germany retain hers.

‘o replace Germany as the protector 
Poland or else to complete the work of 
Polish ‘liberation by freeing the Prussian 
Poles and rounding out the Polish king- 
dom by adding to it the 2,600,000 of Ger- 
mans in the East, who are an island in 
the sea of Polish Slavs and a barrier be- 
tween Poland and her natural expansion 
to the sea. 

Even if Kussia is for a long time un- 


ab- 


able to take up the fight, there will be 
a Polish problem. <A _ state of 17,000,000 
peopie, occupying a well defined and 
homogeneous country’ will inevitabiy 
tend to seek absolute freedom. They will 
a'so look over the German frontiers to 
the millions of Poles still separated fro 
the mass of their fellow countrymen and 
find in their wrongs new ground for 
hatred of the Prussians: F urther, the 
tendency of the Slavs to push west and 
drive the Germans before them, a thor- 
ovchly peaceful form of invasion, will 
be redoubled when Poland has all be- 
come a German protectorate and only 
imaginary frontiers divide them from 
the Silesian and Posen districts. 


A Buffer State. 
It is clear then, that the freeing of Po- 


land will at once bring grave dangers 
to Germany; it may easily be the first 
step in the series which will thrust back 
the Germans in the east and raise a new 
Slav state in the valley of the Oder, 
the Vistula and the Bug, and along the 
Baltic from Pomerania to the Niemen. 
But what is the alternative? The 
eastern frontier of Germany has always 
been an open frontier. The real menace 
to the German race in the future has al- 
ways been recognized, by German states- 
men, te lie in the East. 
population is expanding by. millions 
every decade, and is already nearly 
three times that of Germany, will in the 
next half century outstrip Germany by 
leaps and bounds, so far as numbers are 
concerned. Sometime there must come 
that great Russian awakening, signs of 
which have already been described by 
many since this war began. 

Already Russia has proclaimed that 
her mission is to free the Slavs of 
Fiurope, the southern Slavs of the Adri- 
atic, the eastern Slavs of Bohemia and 
the Carpathian regions of Hungary. 
Pan-Slavism is on the march, and 
despite all the talk about British rivalry 
and French desire for revenge, every 
(jerman knows that the real issue of 
ihe war lies between the Slav and the 
Teutons. The world is at war because 
iussia insisted upon her right to up- 
hold the Servian Slav against the Aus- 
rian, German and Hungarian Magyn. 

If Germany can now detach the Poles 
from the Slavonic block, if Austria can 
add the Servians to her other southern 
Slavs and bind them to the Hapsburg 
throne as the Poles are bound to the 
Hohenzollern car, and the Bulgarians 
are already united to the Central Pow- 
then. Pan-Slavism will cease to be 
+ potent force and a permanent menace 
cc the Teutons. Between the “ermans 
and the main mass of the wiavs will lie 
the Poiish state, bound to the German 
empire by bonds of economic and’ polit- 
‘cal character. On her open frontier 
Germany will have a buffer state, whose 
2rmies will be at her service. 

Such is the German conception; it has 
its strong poipts; it has its obvious per- 
German efforts in Alsace-Lorraine 
have not demonstrated that the German 
rossesses any great genius for deal- 
ing with subject races: the Poles of 
Posen have never borne willing testi- 
mony on beialf of their Prussian mas- 
iers. In raising up a semi-independent 
Poland, Germany may raise up a na- 
ion whose own ambitions a few years 
hence will imperil German unity. But 
this risk the Germans secm prepared to 
iake. They see the Russian menace in 
ihe near future and thev are content to 
i(e@¢lieve that thev will be able to trans- 
form Poland into a useful and obedient 
‘ervant.

If Russia Wins. 

let iow consider the other 
rilitv. If Russia wins, then we are 
bcund to believe that the Czar will, in 
some measure at least, seek to redeem 
the promises made to the Poles at the 
outset of the war. He will unquestion- 
ably take from the Austrians not mere- 
ly Polish Galicia, but all Galicia, which 
he has held in his hands recently and 
enly lost after many months of occu- 
pation. It is reasonable to expect that 
the Polish districts west of the San will 
be added to the present Russian Poland. 
far Russia will follow the German 
plans. 

But what of the Poles in Posen, in 
East and West Prussia, in Silesia’? 
There can be no mistaking the answer. 
If 3,000,000 Poles are now held under 
Prussian tyranny, and it is tyranny 
quite as severe as the Russian, then is 
there any reason why, given a Slav vic- 
tory, the happiness of 2,000,000 Germans 
should not be subordinated to the unity 
of the whole Polish race? 

If the central Powers are completely 
beaten, if the allies impose their will 
upon the German and Austrian nations, 
then it is a safe guess that East and 
West Prussia, Posen and considerable 
districts in Silesia will be added to the 
present Russian kingdom of Poland, to 
which there will be also adced the Aus- 
trian province of West Galicia. This 
would make a state of nearly 100,000 
square miles and having a population 
of close to 25,000,000 people, more than 
four-fifths of whom would be _ Poles. 
Such a state would face the Baltic from 
the shores west of Danzig to the mouth 
of the Neimen, east of Koenigsberg, and 
both these cities would be included in 
its boundaries. 

At most some 3,000,000 Germans would 
be included in this Slav state, if they 
were not swept out during the Russian 
advance, as the inhabitants of East 
Prussia were driven before the Russian 
invasions of 1914 and 1915. Actually the 
Germans would be forced wack from the 
Vistula, and the work of the Teutonic 
Knights ins the districts of East Prussia 
would be undone. The Slav frontier, 
whether Poland were Russian or free, 
would approach Berlin and halt less 
than 150 miles .rom the German capi- 
tal. 

Such a state might for some yéars 
remain a Russian protectorate, but it is 
pretty clear that at some time it would 
assert its own indcpendence: and it 
would then find support from Germany 
and from <Aust'‘ia-Hungary, because it 
would become a real buffer state and 
true bulwark against the Russians. 
Conceivably it might seek an alliance 
with the Czechs of Bohemia and “wo 
Slav states, independent of Russian in- 
fluence, but freed from Germany tyran- 
ny, whether Hohenzollern or Hapsburg, 
might eecupy central Europe. 

But a free Bohemia, like a free Po. 
land would mean the stumerginz 
some iniiiens of Germans in a Slav 
gion, in which they are maintained by 
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the military supremacy of their :- ce . 
their country as a whole. Tbe problem 
of the Slave west of th: Carpathians 
vould also be raised. But it is unnec- 
essary to extend the discussion of the 
other Slav questions here. 

But, however the results are reached, 
the Poles stand to make some progress 
toward a national reintegration. A Rus- 
sian victory would, from their point of 


view. conceivably give them the great- 
est profit. But is should be recognized 
that it is the Austrians who have treat- 
ed the Poles with the greatest consfder- 
ation. Under the Prussians and the 
Ruasians, the Polish sufferings have 
been about the same, but the Hapsburgs 


have no more loyal sabjects than the 
Poles of Galicia. 

These Poles have no desire to ex- 
change Austrian for German or Russian 
rule. This adds one more complication, 
but if they are added, either to a Prus- 
sian or a Prussian Poland, they are 
bound to become the dominating force 
and to be the real architects of a new 
Polish edifice. 

Terrible as have been the Polish suf- 
ferings so far in the war, it is now in- 
conceivable that they should not profit 
by the conflict. The only thing that 
they have actually to fear is that the 
war-may end in a complete draw and 
that the status quo ante restorea.

ing their jobs and obeying orders. Those 
wh issue such orders cannot be got at; 
at least, not yet. 

His Task to Bury Dead. 

Day after day these burials went on. 
Later I refused to attend them. The fin- 
ish came when one body stuck to the 
stretcher by reason of the blood having 
eozed through the wrappings and con- 
gealed. The body had to be pried adrift 
before it would slide of its own weight 
into the sea. 

I cannot fell you any more just yet. T 
sicken as I write. 

The stupidity of it all!—the wrong men 
deing the fighting and bearing all the 
euffering. Kindly hearted fathers kill- 
ing other kindly hearted. fathers at the 
behest of—whom? One ceases to wonder

It is horrible, horrible, too horrible. 
I have refused to go back. Come what 
may, I will haVe no more of it. My 
nerves are all in. Physically, I am not 
a coward. If my refusal to go back is 
moral cowardice I am content to let it 
go at that. There are no penalties at- 
tached to my not going back except the 
loss of my position with the company. 
My affair comes up in a day or two, 
and a few capitalists will sit in judg- 
ment on me, and perhaps without the 
least compunction they will damn my 
Sea career of 22 years in 22 seconds. 
Well, let. them do as they will. I care 
nothing for the judgment of men whe 
have never see. suffering or sorrow. 


A Warning to America. 


I will take their dimissal if it comes 
to that. It will mean starting at the 
bottom again if I go to sea, but I will 
never*do that. If I am dismissed from 
the company, then the sea and I have 
Shaken hands for the last time. * * * 
i have turned the situation over in 
every possible way to see if I am lack- 
ing in patriotism. I find that up to 
the present I have done my job and 
served my country ag few have done 
since the war started. Therefore I have 
made my stand, let fall what may. 

And now let me speak of the United 
States. From what I have pieced -to- 
gether since arriving home, I gather 
that public feeling in your country‘runs 
high over the Lusitania affair. Many 
seem to be clamoring for war. Who are 
these people and what do they know 
of war? Who eggs them on, and for 
what reason? Again I say, let them 
come over and serve as stretcher-bear- 
ers only. Or perhaps your jingoes are 
of the same breed as ours: do all their 
fighting in frock.coats while the youth 
of the country do their dirty, work for 
them. 

I think the Lusitania dead would b= 
the last, if they could, to cry out for 
vengeance, and to sacrifice scores of 
thousands of America's best youth for 
their sakes. There must be another way 
eut. There must be thousands of other 
ways if only the nation would keep cou! 
and think. An American who urges his 
country to enter the fight is a bad 
American. It is frightful to think cf 
thousands of such fellows as I have 
met over on your side being torn «0 
pieces with high explosives. Within °%4 
hours at the Dardanelles we had 12,000 
men killed and wounded. Our losses 
cut there far exceed those published. 
From cottage and mansion they came, 
from university and poor school. They’ 
represented the best we had. Your 
ranks would have to be filled with the 
same material. 


Forecasts His Own Dismissal. 


By the time this reaches you I ae, 
be sweeping the streets. I'm extremely 
nervous, not on account of what the 
company may do to me, but from what 
I have been through lately. I dor:’t 
sleep too well. I see mangled bodies 
and faces all the time. I'm up againpat 
it every way I turn; I cannot ges into 
the firing line; I can't stand the job 
I've been on lately; and I stand prar- 
tically condemned by the company. . In 
the firing line one wouldn’t see a tithe 
cf what I saw at the Dardanelles, be- 
cause there we had aboard the mar- 
gled of all fronts, whereas, in the 
trenches, one would only see the wound- 
ed of his own immediate fron*.. What a 
maze of contradictions IT am in! TI seern 
to be fighting my way through to some- 
thing—what. I don’t. know. 


I am intensely interested in what the 
company may decide, because if the de- 
cision goes against me there will be a 
new life opening out. I don’t dread 
menial labor if I can work out my sal- 
vation that way. Of all the questions |! 
have fought out with the company—and 
they are many—this is the most inter- 
esting and perhaps the most vital. If 
T am dismissed, I suppose many will 
say that I funked it. Others, who know 
me, will not say so much; they'll proba- 

bly say, ““What a damned fool he was, 
and next in turn for command, too!”’ 

Meanwhile, I am. resting and playing 
with my kidlets, awaiting the judgment 
of the heaven-born. 

The situation is ludicrous. Here I am. 
a man who fought through the Boer 
War;.a man recommended for the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal; a man pro- 
moted from the ranks to troop sergeant 
at one leap: a man who, plugging along 
with one kidney and minus two ribs, 
was mentioned in dispatches at the 
Dardanelles in April; a man who has 
been shot at with rifles, fleld guns, 
howitzers, aeroplane bombs and naval 
guns, and threatened by submarines: 
and yet I have to be judged by finan- 
eters who have never had a duck-rifle 
in their hands, to see if I funked going 
back to the Dardanelles. 

Couldn’t stand the Spectacle. 


Tf they want a plain answer to a plain 
question I'll tell them straight that I 
did funk going back ‘to seé so manv. 
thousand of my best countrymen man- 
gled by devilish instruments of war. I 
know I have a wife and two children 
depending on me, but I am not afraid 
for them. I have been up against it be- 
fore, and I have won through, and I’ll 
win through heré somehow if I get 
sacked. I will admit defeat when I am 
in the. grave, not before.

This is a matter which only the future 
can determine. The one positive thing 
about it is that Louisville has a segrega- 
tion law which segregates, It is being 
Carefully enforced and every possible 
precaution is taken to bring about en- 
forcement. with a minimum of jriction 
and wnfairness. The authorities have 
taken gréat pains to persuade the ne- 
groes that the betterment and not the 
humiliation ef their race is intended. 

The Louisville ordinance was prepare 
by Stuart Chevalter, Assistant City At- 
torney. (In Louisville the City Attor 
néy corresponds to the City Counselo> 
in St. Louis.) The caption declares it 
to be a meastire to “prevent conflic: 
and ill feeling between the white and 
colored races in the city.”’ It was unan- 
imously passed by the City Council aft- 
er two public hearings and became ef- 
fective May 11, 1914. The Court of Ap- 
peals has declared it to be valid in test

It provides that the City Building In- 
spector shall. prepare and keep for in- 
spection maps of all blocks which are 
occupied as residences, showing whai 
houses are inhabited by negroes and 
what by white». If a majority in anv 
block is of one race, that block shall 
be declared ‘‘white’’ or ‘“‘colored.”’ as 
the case may be. 

It, for illustration. there were a block 
with five negro and six white families. 
that would be called a “white” block. 
The negroes living there at the time the 
ordinance becaine effect've might re- 
main. They might. even leave a house 
and let another negro family take it. 
No necro, .uewever, could acquire a new 
hoine in that biock, and if a white fam- 
ily follows a negro family into an, 
house, that jAouse must never again 
occupied by hegroves. 

Meaning of “Block.” 

The word “bloc’'’ as used in the 
ordinance does not mean a square, bu: 
only the houses on both sides of any 
street berwen anv two intersectins: 
“treets, ov between an intersecting street 
and an intersecting aliey. 
does not affact any preperty rights ac- 
quired in any part of the city before its 
passage. Great care was taken to use 
parallel phrasing to make the measure 
apply to negroes and whites withou:: 
apparent 4iscrimination. 

The genesis of this legislation in Louis- 
ville was identically the same as thut 
of the segregation movement in St.

‘GERMAN FLY 


VERS RAINED 
BOMBS ON WARSAW WHEN 
RUSSIANS QUIT CITY 


Hardly Minute Passed That Explosive Did Not Shake 
Some Section of Town, War Writer 
Declares. 


, meneame

PETROGRAD, Jan. 18.—In deseribing 
the operations on the eastern front I 
have not intruded personal experiences, 
excedt in such extent as to indicate my 
sources of information. I have already 
outlined the rrilitary movements leading 
up to the evacuation of Warsaw, but to 
understand the situation at this time 
it seemns worth while to give a little 
picture of the army and of Warsaw on 
the !ust day it remained in Russian 
hands. 

I had spent the night in a nol, but 
the constant alarms and announcements 
that the bridges were about to be blown 
up had not been conducive either to rest 
or serenity. I havenever known @ place 
where rumors based on nothing spread 
with such thoroughness ih so short & 
ope iast night I slept in the hotel jus. 
as I was getting into bed about 2 a. m. 
two wild-eyed Poles burst in to inform 
me that the bridges were to be blown up 
in two hours and that all rail communi- 
cation had been cut that afternoon. I 
did not believe it and after turning them 
out went to sleep. I was awakened at 
i¢ o’clock by a friend in his pajamas who 
broke nto the room with the inspiring 
information that the bridges were peing 


blown up. 

Air Craft Pay Early Visit. 
As my motor was the only means of 
transportation on which we could depend 
to keep us out of the clutches of the 
enenty and as it was in a garage on the 
Warsaw side of the Vistula, I felt that I 
must get up. 
The alarm, however, was premature, 
for the noise was not the blowing up of 
bridges, but only a couple of “early 
bird’ German taubes out Cropping a lit- 
tle morning greeting on Warsaw in 
the shape of bombs which were bursting 
about the town, while the eky was filled 
with. the smoke from Russian shrapnel 
breaking above us in the blue. 

Thus T finally left Warsaw as a sleep- 
ing base, because though war is enliven- 
ing it is still necessary to get some rest. 
We decided to sleep in a palace at No- 
vaminsk in the future, but failed in this 
anticipation because the staff of the 
Second Army which left the same day, 
took over our palace and left us only a 
room in a small house farther up the 
street. 
it was on the same day we learned 
from the staff that the game was up as 
far as Warsaw was concerned. Even if 
one had not been told the roads needed 
no interpretation. Mile after mile in un- 
broken stretch, plodding through the 
dust that rose above the 1oad in clouds, 
was the endless column of caissons, 
transport carts, field kitchens, and the 
thousand and other odds and ends that 
belong to an army. 

In this retreat, »s in the many others 
that I have accompanied, or rather pre- 
ceded, in Russia there was nothing in 
the faces of the men to indicate whether 
they were retiring or advancing. 
Wednesday, Aug. 4, Warsaw’s last day, 
we left. early in my motor and ran 
down to the position where the Thirty- 
sixth Corps, now reinforced by the Thir- 
ty-fifth, was standing between the Ger- 
mans and the Russian line of retreat. 

It was a perfectly still day, with 
hardly a cloud in the sky. Save for the 
dull booming of the guns over the river 
there was peace everywhere.

The world outside that was waitinv 
eagerly for news from Warsaw no doubt 
imagined scenes of chaos and confusion. 
Every mile.or two on the road one met ii 
few belated refugees plodding quietly 
along, but otherwise there was nothing 
to indicate that the last great drama of 
Warsaw was being enacted under our 
noses. 

By noon there was more signs of life, 
fer guns began to come back from the 
front, each marred and soiled by hard 


usage, with the accompanying caissons, 


alss, now quite empty. I passed bat. 
tery after battery on the road, coming 
back at a time when each was worth its 
weight in gold. Why? No shells. 

The Germans say the lack of shelis 
Was exaggerated by the Russians ag an 
excuse for defeat. The Germans are 
mistaken in thinking this. I am sure of 
this, because I was there and saw it. 
We lunched that day with the General 
commanding the Thirty-sixth Corps. Not 
far away the boom of guns and occa- 
sional rolis of rifle and machine gun tire 
told the story. Yet the war was hardly 
nientioned at all by any of us during the 
lunch. 


Abandon Trip to Front. 

From this one can gather some idea as 
to the amount of ‘confusion that pre- 
vailed. The General had suggested that 
we go forward toward the positions that 
afternoon and horses were actually sad- 
dled and in readiness for the’‘trip when 
some instinct made us alter our prograr 
and return to Warsaw, for something 
told me that the end was nearer than 
the scenes of quiet on the Lublin-War- 
saw road indicated. ’ 

We left at once and started back for 
the town, but now the scene was quite 
changed from what we had witnessed in 
the morning, The evacuation was wel! 
under way and everywhere one met the 
tioops who were coming over the river. 
At one point in the. road | stopped the 
motor to talk with the soldiers of the 
Thirty-fiftth Corps, the last unit of which 
had just crossed the river that morning 


jand had been badly dusted. 


The Colonel of the regiment was sit- 


1 ting on ‘his ‘Horse in the middle of a 


field with note book in hand ecking 
up his losses. The soldiers of his com- 
mand were lying along the grassy bank 
by the roadside, many of them falling 
asleep the moment they sat down. 

A field kitchen was halted in the road 
and the few soldiers that were not 


ita were lining up to get what was 


perhaps their first ration since the 
night before. Many wore bloody band- 
ages and all were worn and haggard: 
“Here, I thought, ‘one will find the 
morale of the Russians at its very 
lowest ebb. These are men that have 
been fighting for days arid have lost. 

I called up a strapping private soldier. 
Wearily he got to his feet and came 
over to the side of the motor... His face 
Was gray with fatigue and his eyes 
glassy for want of rest. 

“Flow do you feel now about the war, 

I asked him. “Do you want peace?’ 
fHe looked at me in a dazed kind of way 
and replied as he shuffled his feet un- 
easily. ‘“‘We are al] very tired.‘ 

“But still what do you want to do 
about the war?’ T persisted. The Rus- 
Sians are not quick to reply to ques- 
tions. under any circumstances. For a 
long time the tired Soldier looked at 
me and then for the second time he 
said :“I am Very’ tired. We are all 
very tired.’’ 

“Well, then,” I said, ‘“‘do you want to 
make peace and leave the Germans in 
Possession of Warsaw?’

I wonder kg 
yeu are considering the -problems in- 
volved? Liberal government will stand 
or fall by the result of the workings 
out of these pro»vlems. What we may 
have to face is whether or not this 
democracy is making proper prepara: 
tions for defense on our Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts. 

“We have before*us a continual suc- 
cession of evidence of unpreparedness. 
©ur school histories are badly written.

Unless the French fleet had 
arrived at our shores at the time it did, 
this country might have suffered greatly 
in its early days.’’

of Commons, Who escaped from a depu- 
ty United States Marshal in Brooklyn 
Jan. 15, was arrested early this evening 
by agents of the Department of Justice. 

The arrest was made at Broadway 
and Thirtieth street, where Lincoln, 
dressed practically as at the time of his 
escape, and undisguised save for a 
clean shaven upper lip, was waiting to 
keep an appointment. 

Lincoln made no resistance. In fact, 
he laughed sneeringly at the leader of 
the Federal agents, who had pressed 
the muzzle of an automatic pistol 
against his breast. 

“My, but you are excited.” he re- 
marked. ‘You are shaking so that you 
can hardly hold that gun.” 

Lincoln’s Story of Escape. | 

Lincoln insisted thatythe story of his 
escape several weeks ago from Deputy 
Marshal Johnson while in a Brooklyn 
restaurant is absolutely false. 

“Johnson reau about it,” said he: ‘I 
escaped from him at the Knickerbocker 
Hotel in Manhattan and had no trouble 
in doing it.’ 

According to Lincoin’s statement, he 
has not been living in this city since 
his escape, as hag been generally sup- 
posed. He has tried to make it appear 
so in his letters and telephone mes- 
sages designed to aggravate the police, 
but he says he went to the home of 
a friend at Ked Bank, N. J:, almost 
immediately after his escape and _ re- 
mained there until 10 days ago. Then 
he returned to this city and has since 
been living in Manhattan at an address 
he refused to reveal. 

“This friend of mine at Red Bank 
is the man who betrayed me tonight,” 
said Lincoln, ‘He’ has been trying to 
get me to give him money for several 
weeks. But for him, neither the police 
or agents of the Department of Justice 
would ever have caught me.”’ 

Lincoln says his Red Bank friend first 
began to ask for money when he dis- 
covered that his fugitive guest’s new 
book—‘‘Revélaticns of an International 
Spy"’—was selling “like hot cakes.”’ 

“Word of rew editions and big sales

Administration Will Not Creilit Rep- 
resetitative to Either Turkey or 
England, It Is Decided. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 19.—The 
State Department has decided that 
it will send no diplomatic agent to 
Cairo to fill the vacancy caused by 
the forced resignation of Olney Ar- 
nold until the end of the war.. For- 
merly diplomatic agents have been 
credited to the Turkish Government 
which has nominally partial control 
over Egyptian affairs. Great Brit- 
ain, no in physical control of the 
country, would insist that the Ameri- 
can agent be credited to the British 
Government.

PERU CALLS MINISTER TO 
U, S. HOME TO SAVE EXPENSES 


Two Remaining Diplomatic Repre- 
sentatives.in Foreign Countries 
Withdrawn by Republic. 


WASHINGTON, : Feb. 19.—As a meas- 
ure of economy Peru has decided on the 
early withdrawal of its two remaining 
diplomatic representatives, . Frederico 
Alfonso Pezet, Minister to the United 
States, and the Minister to Brazil Min- 
ister Pezet today received instructions 
to close the legation, turning over the 
archives in charge of some one to be 
selected. He will leave in March. 

The decision was not a surprise to 
members of the diplomatic corps famil- 
far with financial conditions in Peru. 
Some time ago it became evident that 
the country’s finances, already bad, had 
become worse as a consequence of the 
European war, which was followed by 
something like a financial crisis. in all 
South American countries. 

Peru's national expenditures in the 
past fiscal vear were $2,132,000 less than 
the national income, but this small mar- 
gin was cut into heavily since last June, 
The national indebtedness of the coun- 
try is $34,268,000.

west of Erzerum, says an official state- 
ment, issued today. 

The statement says: 

“On the Caucasus front, in pursu- 
ing the units of the Turkish army, 
we turned and captured northwest of 
Erzerum the remainder of the Thirty- 
fourth Turkish division, with 13 guns, 
machine guns and ammunition wa- 
gons and, also in the vicinity of 
Erzerum high road, the remnants of 
one regiment. One of our gallant 
corps. during the assault on the fort- 
ress took 240 cannon. | 

“Our troops captured the towns of 
Mouche (Mush, 83 miles south-south- 
east of Erzefum) and Ahlat by as- 
sault. ‘The enemy fled southward.” 

The first story in detail of the 
capture of Erzerum by the Russians 
reached Petrograd semi-officially to- 
day. 

It shows complete co-operation of 
Russian troops over a wide area, 
which made tseléss resistance on 
the part of the Turks. Apparently the 
Turks realized the fall was inevit- 
able and withdrew most of their 
forces before the final onslaught, 
leaving the garrisons of the widely 
separated forts to their fate. 

The campaign began to reach its cli- 
max-in the last days of January. The 
troops of Gen. P—— from the north and 
those of Gen. K—— from the east, moved 
against the first line forts under .he 
most severe weather conditions. The 
Russians dragged their artillery to the 
heights. surrounding the fortress and 
when all was ready began to bombard 
forts Kara Gudek, 20 miles, and Fort 
Dalan Gez, 15 miles northeast of Erze- 
rum, -preparatory to. the bayonet as- 
sault. 


, 


Both Forts Capitulate. 

On Jan. 29 both forts capitulated. The 
taking of Dalan Gez made a breach in 
the outer line defenses along the Deve 
Boyun range in front of the city. The} 
capture of Kara Gudek opened a direct 
passage through the Kdrabagas Pass to 
the city proper from the northeast. 

Fort Tafta lies midway between these 
two fortresses. In a night attack on 
Jan. 30 this fort was captured, leaving 
only Chaban Bebe between the tw») 
armies operating from this quarter. 

On Feb, 2 the Russians began to storm 
the whole front line on the Deve Boyun 
Heights. By evening all these positions 
were in Russian hands permitting com- 
plete junction of the troopa on the 
northeast. 

The fall of this first line quickly de- 
cided the fate of the inner forts. 

Meanwhile the Palan Taken group of 
forts, seven miles to the south, had 


been invested on three sides. The 
general assault on the second line began 


without giving the men time for a rest, 
The five inner forts made only a feeble 
resistance. | 

Only Rear Guard Left. 

Their garrisons. beat a hasty retreat 
into the. city and followed the bulk of 
the troops which already were on the 
roads leading westward. Only the rear 
guard took part in the fighting of the 
last day. Signs that the evacuation was 
under way were observed immediately 
after the fall of the first fort.

Not long ago the 
commission recommended that the 
Grant monument, then on the lawn 
south of the city hall, should be 
placed in,.one of the parks with a 
background of foliage. When this 


was opp»sed the commission selected 
the Market street entrance to the city 
hall as a fitting place for the statue. 
It was overruled on this proposition, 
also, and the monumént now stands 
at the northeast corner of the city 
hall lawn. 

The commission also threatened the 
security of the monument to Gen. 
Frank P. Blair at the Lindell entrance 
to Forest Park when it approved a 
plan submitted by Park Commission- 
er Cunliff for remodeling the park en- 
trance. This plan failed of official

Commissioner Cunliff last night sat 
that he believed the Washington statue 
would be more impressive indoors than 
in park surroundings.

NEW FRISCO PLANS 


One Comes From the. Eastern 
Bankers and the Other 
From Wade. 


REED ACTING FOR YOAKUM 
Their Brief Has Been With- 


drawn—Wade’s Idea Includes 
Voting Trust of Seven. 


Two plans for the reorganization 
of the Frisco Railroad will be before 
the Public Service Commission at 
Jefferson City this week, it is anti- 
cipated. One is a new plan, to be 
submitted by Speyer & Co. and Selig- 
man & Co., the New York bankers 


who are interested in the reérganiza- 
tion. The other ‘is the plan of Festus 
J. Wade, president of the Mercantile 
Trust Co., which was* submitted to 
the Commission Friday. - 

The Commission yesterday received 
a communication from the New York 
bankers withdrawing the motion, 
which they filed several weeks ago, 
for a rehearing on their original plan. 
It was stated in this communication 
that a new plan would be submitted 
immediately. 

Wade and Gankers’ Interests Differ. 
Some members of the Commission 
thought e Wade plan, which they 
had received the day before, might 
be the: new one referred to. But 
Wade told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that his plan and the New York 
bankers’ plan were separate and dis- 
tinct. They are representing the 
bondholders, he said, while he repre- 
sents stockholders. 

The bankers’ first plan was ap- 
proved by the commission, but with 
sO many radical-amendements that it 
was no longer acceptable to ‘the 
bankers. They accordingly filed the 
motion for a rehearing on the origi- 
nal plan, which they have now with- 
drawn. 

After the bankers’ motion for a re- 
hearing had been withdrawn, a brief 
arguing aginst the bankers’ plan was 
received by the Commission from Sen- 
ator. Reed, who represents B. F. 
Yoakum. Reed found fault with a 
number. of the statements made in 
the motion fer a rehearing, but as 
this motion has been withdrawn the 
Yoakum-Reed brief is no longer 
strictly in order. The brief declares 
that the New York bankers regard 
the Frisco stockholders as “ the geese 
to be plucked,” and {ft says they will 
be lucky if their feathers holdout. 

What Wade Plang Provide. 

Wade’s plan provides for a voting 
trust of seven trustees, four of whom 
shall represent the stockholders. The 
bankers’ plan al@wed the stockhold- 
ers only two representatives, to five 
for the bondholders. Wade's plan also 
permits the trustees to be parties to 
any contract made with the road, ex- 
actly as if they were not trustees. 

The voting trust proposed in the 
Wade plan consists of James Speyer, 
Frederick Strauss, Frederick W. 
Allen, Charles H. Sabin, Eugene V. 
R. Thayer, James W. Lusk and Wade. 
Speyer and Strauss are representa- 
tives of the Speyer and Seligman 
banking ~ firms, respectively. The 
Wade plan provides that if the 
trusteeship of Speyer or Strauss be- 
comes vacant, the vacancy shall be 
filled by the banking house which he 
represented. If any other vacancy oc. 
curs, it shall be filled. by a two. 
thirds vote of the trustees.

Chouteau told Mr. and Mrs. Williams 
he had learned the Northeastern com- 
pany did not issue $500 bonds. He 
said he could obtain one of the com- 
pany’s $1000 bonds for them if they 
cared to increase their investment.

Prosper Meeker, 15, Burned by 
Loose Wire—Largest Per- 
son Damage Award Here. 


Prosper H. Meeker, 18 years old, of 6445 
Odell avenue was awarded a verdict for 
$50,000 against the Union Hiectric Light 
and Power Co. yesterday by a jury in 
Circuit Judge Cave’s Court; for injuries 
received June 15 last, when he was 
burned by a wire at the rear of 6273 
Magnolia avenue.’

In hig petition the boy alleged that the 
wire burned and permanently injured } | 
his back, chest, shoulders, arms and 
limbs, and that the flesh, muscles, tis- 
sues, tendons and nerves were burned, 
charred and shriveled and that it was 
‘necessary to amputate four fingers of 
his left hand. His left arm was par- 
alyzed. It was alleged that his earning 
power was forever diminished. 

The defense offered by the Union 
Electric was that the boy was guilty of 
contributory negligence to a degree to 
relieve the company of blame. - *

SITES: IN DEMAND 
ON OLIVE STREET 


Retail Stores on That Thor- 
oughfare Briskly Com- 
peted For—Upbuilding of 
Chestnut Street as an Auto 
Center Is Begun. 


Spring building plans for the business 
district east of Twelfth street include 
two structures for Washington avenue 
and one for Olive street. All, it is said, 
are virtually assured. 

Subscription lists for the erection at 
the northeast corner of Ninth street and 
Washington avenue, of a 16-story hotel 
building, practically are completed, only 
$75,000 being needed, it is said, to finish 
the fund for the structure, estimated to 
cost $1,000,000, exclusive of the _ site, 
which is to be taken under a 99-year 
lease. The property’ fronts on three 
streets and is half a block in extent. 

T,. W. Bennett Boosts Project. 

Two weeks ago Tom W. Bennett, pres- 
ident of the Mortgage Guarantee Com- 
rany, at the instance of the owners. of 
the site, took charge of the undertak- 
ing, and the bulk of the subscriptions 
has been raised through Bennett's 
efforts from Washington avenue and 
other business interests, including the 
Liggett estate, owner in fee. 

Bennett 10 or 12 years ago conducted 
negotiations whereby the eight-story 
building of Butler Bros., occupying the 
entire block bounded by Olive, Locust, 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth streets, 
was erected. 

A theater for the: Orpheum Circuit 
is being erected at the,southeast cor- 
ner of Ninth and St.. Charles streets, 
opposite the site of the proposed hotel, 
by Louis A. Cella, while a site at the 
southeast corner of Eighth and _ 5t.

The, Californian, according to Dyas, 
believes that St. Louis is about to have 
a new and larger growth, and that now 
is the time to invest here. A location 
on Grand avenue was submitted te him 
but he prefers to locate fh the business 
district east of Twelfth street. 

Negotiations were closed last week 
for three prominent Olive street loca- 
tions, through the Martin-Breitt Real 
Estate Co., one of which will be occu- 
pied by a large confectionery, and the 
other two by big retail shoe stores. 
The concern says Olive street stores, 
formerly occupied by railroad ticket 
ofices, are in demand for retail pur- 
poses.

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After three years of experiments, the sha 
sicians of the Massachusetts General 
Hospital have announced that they 
have found a practicable cure for 
diabetes. It consists of a starvation | 
period for the patient during which 
his vitality is kept up through coffee 
and whisky stimulation. 


N the great warfare between vivisectionists and 
antivivisectionists a new 42-centimeter gun has 
been placed in the hands of the proponents of 
animal experimentation, after three years of tests. 

It is the discovery of a new and effective treatment for 
diabetes, hitherto regarded as incurable, and its efficacy 
is vouched for by the Massachusetts General Hospital, 
an institution of indisputably high standing. 

The new treatment was made possible through erperi- 
ments tried upon animals and the conclusions derived 
from them have been justified when they have been 
applied to human beings. With the addition of this dis- 
covery, the vivisectionists present a formidable array of 
facts to combat the theories of the antivivisectionists. 

The vivisectionists noo claim as due to their science 
such surgical and med’cal marvels as antiseptic sur- 
gery, the abolition of ty#>hoid fever from the American 
army and navy, the red«ction of lockjaw to the vanish- 
ing point, an overwhelming reduction of the death rate 
from puerperal fever, malaria, diphtheria, cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, tuberculosis and hydrophobia. They have 
made possible successfu? cperations on the brain, kid- 
neys and other vital organs. 

However, in the face'of these claims the antivivi- 
sectionists remain as VTelligerent' as ever. Several 
months ago Dr. William Williams Keen, a famous Phila- 
delphia surgeon, publishe1t a book in which he defend- 
ed animal erperimentatién. He traced the history of 
modern medicine and surjery and offered innumerable 
instances to prove that vivisection has been responsible 
jor most of its advances. 

No sooner was the book ‘out than a storm of protest 
arose. One woman in a let’er addressing him as “Arch 
Fiend,” expressed the hope that his mother might die 
in terrible torture or, if she is dead, that her soul might 
mever rest in peace for having brought forth such a 
“monster.” He and other vivisectionists were called 
such names as “hyena,” “inhuman devil,” “devil in- 
carnate,” “fiend incarnate,” “master demon,” and their 
laboratorics were designated as “temples of torment,” 
“scientific hells,” “torture houses,” “working models of 
hell,” “halls of agony.” 

In answer to this criticism, Dr. Keen replied that in 
every case of vivisection the animals are anesthetized. 
He repeated a celebrated retort of his colleague, Dr. S&. 
Weir Mitchell, at an antivivisection erhibition in Phil- 
adelphia when asked what he thought of the spectacle. 

“Your exhibition is not quite complete,” he said. “You 
should place here a dead baby and there a dead guinea 
pig, with the motto, ‘Choose between them.’” 


MONG the man-killing: diseases of secondary 
rank, diabetes, an ailment of the well-to- 
do, the good livers, the hearty eaters, 
possesses a sinister eminence. It cannot 
compare with the great wholesale takers 
of life, tuberculosis and cancer, but every 
year it slays almost as many human 
beings as typhoid fever, more than measles and scarlet 
fever put together, and almost as many as -diphtheria. 
It has hitherto been regarded as incurable. But now 
ecience announces that diabetes, too, has been added to 
the slowly growing list of curable diseases. The most 
important factors of the cure are, weirdly enough, 
whisky and coffee. 3 

Half a pint of whisky a day would seem meager 
rations to the toper, but for the ordinary person it 
would be material for quite a nice little headache. This 
quantity of the extract of barleycorn is administered, 
under the new treatment, to diabetes patients every day, 
in oneounce drams every two hours for 14 hours, be- 
ginning at 7 a. m. The whisky is employed as a pro- 
vider of fuel, and this amount is calculated to supply 
800 calories of energy. It is supplemented with ample 
cups of coffee. 

Starvation is the central theory of the treatment, 
and during the first few days of total or almost total 
abstinence from food, whisky is needed to maintain the 
temperature of the human furnace, and coffee to stimu- 
late the system. The treatment was devised by Dr. 
Frederick M. Allen of the Harvard Medical School, after 
thorough experimentation upon animals, and was made 
widely known to the medical profession through its 
adoption at the Rockefeller Institute and the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, in Boston. 

The original cause of diabetes believed to be in- 
sufficiency or perhaps actual dis of the pancreas, 
which supplies one of the body’s digestive fluids. The 
main accompaniment of pancreatic ailment is that the 
body fails to make normal use of the various sugars 
derived from the sugar and starches supplied in food. 
Sap eupare which the. bians-qenmsperyy 0, bole ete 
for their economy are not utilized by the body in 
diabetes, but are excreted by the kidneys. The 
evitable result is lack of emergy im the body, and 
younger patients at least, loss of flesh. 

Im its advanced stages, diabetes often presents on 
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or more of three dangerous features. Gangrene, usually 
of the toes, is one critical condition. Severe carbuncles 
on the back of the neck, often very difficult to heal 
after surgical removal, at times cause death. Finally, 
most deadly of all, is acidosis. The fat taken in food, 
instead of following the normal changes, breaks down 
in such a way as to produce the poisonous acetone sub- 
stances which are the cause of acidosis, the final symp- 
tom of which is coma and insensibility, ending in deatl. 

Dr. Allen, as a result of his studies of diabetes pro- 
duced experimentally in animals, came to the conclu- 
sion that the excretion of sugar, which is the mark of 
the disease, can be halted by a period of fasting. He 
conceived this to mean that the body, when deprived 
of the sugars supplied in food, begins to repair its 
apparatus for the absorption of sugar, and in time, 
with proper dieting, puts the machinery in normal 
workings order. 

The principle seems to be like that through which a 
spoiled child, throwing its playthings away, can be re- 
awakened to their value by the taking them from. it. 

About three years ago Dr. Allen published in a bulky 
volume the results of his laboratory researches, and 
ventured the conclusion: “It is believed that the cure 
of diabetes is now a feasible experimental problem.” 
The Rockefeller Institute throught so well of his work 
that it gave him an opportunity to apply his method to 
human patients. Immediate success followed, it is re- 
ported. The human beings, like the dogs and cats of 
the Harvard Medical laboratory, stopped excreting sugar 
as soon as sugar and other substances from which it 
could be derived ceased to be received as food. After 
that it was a straightforward piece of work to devise 
diets of gradually increasing nutritive and energy value. 

The process of starving out the sugar waste is in 
principle the simple idea of withholding food until 
the waste stops. During the starving, or fasting, the 
strength and energy of the patient may be kept up with 
coffee and whisky, and, after the first few days, with 
clear soups or meat extracts. 

Moderate exercise during the starvation period has- 
tens the disappearance of the waste sugar. Muscular 
exercise draws on the body sugars for energy, and there- 
fore diminishes the amount subject to waste by excre- 
tion. For the same reason, diabetics, after they have 
reached a standard diet, should have adequate exercise. 
The loss of weight in the cases reported was slight— 
not over four pounds in any case. 

Fat diabetics are much safer after their surplus fat 
has been starved away; the presence of such fat seems 
to be an invitation to acetone breakdown and. conse- 
quent acidosis, and its maintenance requires a danger- 
ous large food intake. ‘The standard sought for each 
patient is a fairly lean condition of body. Proteids and 
fats, the first including eggs and meats, must be given 
to the patient much more sparingly than the old prac- 
tice permitted. Excess of protein easily starts up the 
sugar waste; too much fat leads readily to acidosis. 

Much boldness was necessary to apply the Allen treat- 
ment, which flies in the face of the old practice regard- 
ing diabetes. Under the prevailing methods, which the 
starvation cure has made archaic almost over night, 
doctors were extremely concerned to keep up the weight 
of the diabetes patient. This aim, as the result proves, 
stood squarely in the way of adequate results. Diabetes 
patients endure a fast of three or four days with no 
harm to themselves whatever: a considerable number 
have fasted for 10 or 11 days without injury. All this 
is contrary to the fears that apparently most doctors 
have hitherto entertained.

The physician knew of Dr. Allen’s experiments, and 
told her there was a new treatment which might help 
her. She eagerly agreed to a trial. He ordered her to 
bed and began to “starve” her—that is to say, he per — 
mitted her ne food but whisky and coffee. At the end 
of the first 24 hours the patient showed plain signs of 
acetone poisoning. The physician was worried. At he 
hours the acetone was worse. ; 

“Here I was with my first patient,” says the young ~ 
doctor, “apparently going into a fatal coma If she 
died, how could I explain it?” But Dr. Allen’s book — 
assured him that the acetone symptoms would pass. - 
He resolved to stick to Allen and see it through. In 
48 hours the patient was a little better. In another 
day the acedosis vanished and the excretion of sugar — 
had stopped. In due time, he reports, the woman com-_ 
pletely recovered. AS 

The diet side of the Allen treatment has been worked ef 
out by Dr.. Lewis Webb Hill of the Massachusetts Gen- — 
eral Hospital, and by Miss Rena E. Eckman, dietitian 
of the hospital. They devised a series of diets carefully .. 
calculated for their carbohydrate, fat, proteid and caloric — 
values. Last August these diet tables were published — 
in an edition which was exhausted by the medical we ee 
fession in six weeks. 

Now comes a second and’ enlarged edition, with a com: 
plete list of diets beginning with the first feeding after 
the fasting period, and extending through a multitude 
of diets and separate meals, with many recipes for the 
preparation of special dishes, by which the diabetic can 
conduct his diet for himself after he has been brought — 
up to his standard of food intake. The patient himself — 
thus has at command an explicit and exact guide which . 
formerly it was difficult even for the physician himself 
to furnish. 

That coma and death resulting from diabetic acidosis 
are avoidable by the Allen treatment is a conclusion 
asserted editorially in a recent issue of the Boston 
Medical and Surgical Journal. Gangrene due to diabetes — 
(or more accurately, occurring in a diabetic person) cam 
sometimes, at least, be checked by the same treatment. — 
Presumably the torturing carbuncles which occur in 
some cases can be controiled also. " 

Whether any regenerative processes within the body, i: 
particularly in the pancreas, may follow the Allen treat — 
ment, it is teo early to say. Dr. Allen himself hag 
practiced the new method barely three years. The 
patients who are now doing well under his form of — 
treatment must continue for a number of years before 
other than the immediate, more or less external, re — 
sults of the treatment can be traced. ) ; 

Taking into consideration the divergent character of — 
the three main complications of diabeies-—acidosis, re 
sulting from a breaking down of fats into poisonous 
acids; the carbuncles, often marked by complete failure 
of the healing processes after a surgical wound has been 
made; and gangrene, the mechanism of whose ultimate 
cause is a matter of pure conjecture—it may be sur 
mised that the diabetic state results from a couples 
of several factors. : ie 

The explanation of it is seemingly more likely to be 
furnished by further experiments in animal physio 
than by the human subject. Dr. Allen is nuing 
his researches at the Rockefeller Institute, and | £..

performed which completes the result. 
A wound of this character is considerably 
hampered at first with reference to the 
healing process, on account of the secre-

“After the soft parts have united, the 
second or dental stage is begun. A metal 
bridge is anchored by a dentist on what- 
ever teeth remain at the erid of the frag- 
ments. This bridge may be temporary at 
first, for the simple purpose of holding 
tee loose fragments in a steady position 
in the mouth. Gradually a scar will be 
formed over the end of these fragments 
and the continuity of the mucous mem- 
brane of the mouth is slowly restored 
over the scar thus formed. 

“Once the mucous membrane has 
grown over the scar, the third stage of 
the operation may be attempted This 
consists, first of a plastic procedure, 
-— Which is directed toward as complete 
restoration of the face as is compatible 
with the destructive effects of the orig- 
inal wound and the available skin in the 
immediate neighborhood of the scars. 
The second step consists of the removal 
of a portion of a rib, or of the tibia, 
which is then transplanted to complete 
the bony continuity of the jaw beneath 
the bridge. The after treatment consists 
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of careful liquid feeding and frequent 
mouth washing.” : 

In addition te several Interesting dis- 
cussions of ballistics and weapons of op- 
Fauntleroy goes ex- 
tensively into the method of treating gas 
infection.

The husband went to where she was living and 
annoyed her and she had him arrested. After hearing 
his story the Court decided to give him a chance and 
- released him with an admonition to stay away from 
his wife and stop drinking until things had cleared up 
a little. But, irresistibly drawn by the thought of the 
children, he went back, and this time received a severe 
beating at the hands of two young men who sympathized 
- with the wife. On top of this he lost his job and was 

blacklisted by-the railroad. for which he had been 
working. 

A probation officer called on the wife and tried to 
patch things up, but her anger had not yet cooled; it 
had increased, if anything. She told the probation 
officer that she resented his interference and threatened 
all kinds of dire things against her husband. So the 
probation officer went to the man. The husband told 
him he could get a job in Oklahoma and the officer ad- 
vised him to go there, intending in the meantime to 
work with the wife and endeavor to bring the couple 
together again. In a week the husband showed up 
again, explaining that he simply couldn't stay away 
from the children. The probation officer, however, 
-wouldn’t let him go to his wife’s home, so he went to 
— St. Louis and got work. Time went on, the officer

two. He succeeded in gradually weaning the husband 
away from saloons and things finally reached a stage 
where the wife decided she would rejoin him. The 
officer didn’t think the time was ripe. He kept them 
apart until, in his judgment, they could live together 
again amicably, and then the reunion took place. That 
was two years ago. The husband has been working 
steadily since and things in that household apparently 
are the same as before the time 
the disturber came between them. 


A striking instance of how pro- 
bation oftentimes will work more 
good than imprisonment is shown 
in the case of a cooper earning 
from $15 to $18 a week, whose 
long-suffering wife finally had him 
arrested and sentenced to three 
weeks in the workhouse. He was 
a good fellow when sober, but was 
very seldom sober—that is, after 
working hours, for he was a 
good workman and was employed 
steadily. Despite the fact that he 
made fairly good wages, the pro- 
bation officers found his wife and 
two children virtually in a state 
of starvation. 


He served his term of three 
weeks, but in two weeks was back 
again. This time he was paroled 
and the probation officer went to 
see him. He talked with the man 
and attempted to get.him to sign 
papers agreeing to turn over $10 
a week to his family. He was 
defiant and refused at first, but 
was finally persuaded to do so. 
Then the officer advised him to 
live with his mother in East St. 
Louis and stay away from his 
family for a time. He demurred 
at this, too, but at last consented. 

A few days later the officer called at the man’s home 
and found him stil] there. Then he called up the mother 
in East St. Louis and told her that if her son had not 
taken up his residence with her by that night he would 
have him sent to the workhouse. That night he received 
a telephone message from the man that he had gone 
to his mother’s home. 

In two days the man’s wife called at Mr. Stradal’s of- 
fice in the Municipal Courts building and said that her 
husband had sent for her to come and live with him 
in the mother’s home. The pro 
bation officer, who apparently 
knows human nature and handles 
each case differently, advised her 
to go. Then, to show that kind- 
ness and interest in his welfare 
had served to break down some 
of his defiance, the man called 
that same day and asked permis- 
sion to go to his home in St. 
Louis and help his wife with the 
packing. It was granted him. 
The next day they ‘moved. 

The man came in to report after 
two weeks had passed and was 
asked how he liked it in East St. 
Louis. 

“T like it fine,” he said. “Do 
you know that now, after I get 
through over here in St. Louis, I 
just have time to catch a car and 
get home in time for dinner. I 
don’t have time to stop in saloons 
any more, and besides I get my 
beer at home now.” 

“Now isn’t that lots better than 
the old life you were leading?” 
he was asked, 

“Yes, but do you know,” he confided, “I’m afraid I’m 
going to slip. I can feel it coming on.” 

As a matter of fact, the man did slip and the wife 
was again forced to leave him. But, using the same

got him back on nthe right track. He ap-

How a few words of counsel eotight 
to his senses a man who séarcely had sup- 
ported his family during a married life 
of 21 years is one of the stories preserved 
in the records of the probation office. 
This man, whose family consists of a 
wife and one child, took to drinking and 
beating his wife. She had him arrested 
and he was paroled and brought into the 
office of the chief probation officer for a 
little talk. Questions elicited from him 
the information that he had been work- 
ing for one firm for 20 years and that 
during that time he had made from $20 
to $25 a week. Out of this he had given 
the wife only $8 a week for househoW ex- 
penses and had spent the rest. 

“Do you realize,” he was asked, “that 
“4f. you had given your wife $10 a week, 
had kept out a little spending money dnd 
had put the rest in a savings bank, that 
now you would have: nearly $10,000? 
Think a minute of the things you could 
do with $10,000 if you had it.” 

The man was astonished. Somehow he 
had never thought of it before and it 
had never been brought home to him. He 
wore a thoughtful look as he left the office 
and has never been in trouble since he 
made his last report to the probation office 
a year and a half ago. 

One of the hardest problems Mr. Stradal 
and his aids ever had was the case of a 
man who is a steady workman, provides 
well for his family, doesn’t drink, but who was described 
as a perfect devil at home. He has a wife who is 
everything that a wife should be, a daughter who is a 
stenographer and a son who earns steady wages as a 
mechanic. They all try their vest to please him. His 
wife knows his likes and dislikes, but. if she cooks this 
for breakfast he raises a stoim and wants to know 
why she didn’t cook that. If she suggested that she 
would like to go out for an evening, he insists on stay- 
ing home,-but if he wants to go out and she complains 
that she is tired and would rather remain in, he goes 

without her. 

The probation office was asked if it couldn’t get him 
to mend his ways. It tried, pdéinting out his errors and 
telling him he should do better, and he promised he 
would. He did do differently for a time, but soon fell 
back into his old habits. “You can’t teach an old dog 
new tricks,” is the view the office takes of it, and this 
particular case might be sai¢:. to be under the head of 
unfinished business. 

Another unusual case wes that of a neighborhood 
disturber, a woman, who was tamed after she had been 
in court two or three times.. She was a perfect virago. 
She used to tack cards on which she had written insult- 
ing remarks, on the fences ofS her neighbors. She would 
chase the neighbors’ children, throw sticks and other 
things into adjoining yards, and in other ways make 
the lives of those who lived: around her as miserable 
as she could, for no apparent reason other than that 
she knew she was unpopular. 

The last time she was in court the exasperated Judge 
fined her $50. She was panic ywtricken. She cried and 
pleaded that she couldn’t pay it. The Court, after the 
lesson had been allowed to have its full effect, reduced 
the fine to $10 and costs. There has been no complaint 
from the neighborhood for more\ than a year. 

Wives, many times, could save: the probation officers 
a lot of work if they would do as the woman whose 
husband kept a revolver under hi& pillow and was ac- 
customed to coming home drunk nd threatening his 
family with it. His wife was kept fn a state of terror 
for along time, but at last mustered Wp courage enough 
to have-him arrested and tell her story, to the probation 
officers.

“Oh, he'd have bought another and killed me,” she 
replied.

Wind and wave may have borne 
them hundreds or thousands of miles from where ches 
were abandoned. 

Part of the work of the United States Coast Guaré 
service is to find these wrecks and either destroy then 
or tow them into the nearest port. The coast guard cut- 
ter Seneca has been set aside for derelict chasing in 
all the spare moments between answering wireless calls 
for help and patrolling the iceberg waters of the At- 
lantic. It is a service full of hardship and peril, and 
many are the thrilling experiences of its officers and 
crew. 

Typical of them was its search for the disabled Thes- 
saloniki a few weeks ago. The Thessalonki became dis- 
abled at sea. The Seneca answered her “S. O. S.,” but 
received by wireless the news that the steamer Patris 
had arrived and was towing the cripnled boat to shore. 
Then came the news that the tow line had parted and 
that the Thessalonika was being abandoned. The Sen- 
eca was ordered to find the derelict and either rescue 
it or blow it up. 

The Seneca is only 204 feet long, and the weather that 
night was the worst imaginable. The wind was blow- 
ing great guns and the waves were something to see. 
Yet Capt. F. A. Levis of the Seneca headed his vessel 
for the open sea immediately in the direction of the 
position given. She rolled like a canoe, and when a 


wave came up under her forefoot the water flew over 


her bow like a cloud of smoke, and came driving aft as 
fine as rain. 

When the Seneca arrived at the position given, the 
derelict was not to be seen; and so for the next five 
days, in dirty weather and tremendous seas, the captain 
searched the gulf stream for her. Finding no trace of 
the hulk he came to the conclusion that she had sunk, 
and, after a chase that took him nearly 1400 miles, he 
returned to port. 

The Seneca, as has been said, is a derelict destroyer, 
and the only one of her kind. When a ship has been 
deserted or wrecked, the Seneca sets 
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they are almost wholly submerged so that they may

winter of 1914 and 1915, the Seneca aided 865 persons 
on 25 ships. 

“Jan. 4, 1914.—A day of bitter, searching cold, with a 
terrific northeast wind and a heavy sea running. Re- 
ceived a message that oil tank steamer Oklahoma was 
sinking. We were then in Newport ‘Harbor, R. I. 

' “The Seneca was got ready for sea immediately and 
steamed at full speed in direction given, which was 
off Sandy Hook. Ran south all night in the teeth of the 


gale and next morning received more definite instruc- 


tions by wireless from S. 8S, Bavaria. During the day 
we sighted an open boat, having, so far as we could see, 
only one man in it. He was evidently in the last 
stages of exhaustion. He paid no attention to us, so the 
whistle was: blown. At this he roused up for a mo- 
ment, looked at us, and again collapsed. 

“When the boat was finally picked up we found that 
three men were sprawling in the bottom, with terrible, 
white faces, and with the sea rime frozen to their beards. 
Two were already dead. The man we had first secn, 
died when brought aboard the cutter. 

“On the following day we located the derelict, and, 
since we could not tow her in, we decided to mine her. 
The mines failed to explode. We stood by all during 
the night, warning vessels away. Next day we ran 
close to the wreck and fired 17 6-pound shells into her. 
Due to these shells, she began to settle down by the 
stern, and at 12:15 p. m. she disappeared. This was

We were instructed to locate the derelict and remove — 


it from the path of commerce. When the ship had been 
located, we attached tow lines and proceeded to Halifax 
with her; a distance of 665 miles, which is, we believe, 
a record for this sort of work. To have destroyed this 


derelict would have been to scatter heavy wreckage -in 


the path of commerce; so it was decided to bring it into 
port. ° 

“Feb. 25, 1915.—Off Grand Banks on ice patrol duty. 
Received wireless from British steamship Mongolian, 
informing us that she was leaking badly. We were 
headed in a direction that would take us across the 
course of the Mongolian, so that we made arrangements 
to meet her on the morning of the following day. On 
the next morning, as arranged, we fell in with the 
Mongolian. Were informed by her commanding officer 
that his ship had struck a rock in St. John’s Harbor and 
was leaking badly. We therefore convoyed her info 
Halifax. The night of the 26th fell rainy, with a thick 
fog and a very heavy sea, so that it was difficult to 
maintain our respective positions. We accomplished it, 
however, .by.means of the fog signals. The leak on 


the Mongolian became worse, and it was necessary for. 


us to remain very close to her. On the 28th we came 
safely into port with our charge. 

“August, 1915.—Received a communication from the 
coast guard station at Tom’s River that a vessel was 
flying distress signals off that point. During the dark- 
ness of the early morning we searched for her, but with- 
out success. Just before dawn we picked up a wireless 
from the steamer Bermudian giving us the exact location 


of the ship. We proceeded there immediately and found 


the schooner Emma F. Angell, 45 niiles southeast of the 
Atlantic Highlands... She was already awash, her rig- 
ging was carried away, her deck houses shattered and 
both lifeboats gone. All hands were at the pumps and 
this was the only thing that served to keep her. afloat. 
We immediately got tow lines aboard and brougut her 
into New Yor*. 

“September, 1915.—Located at last, and removed from 
the path of commerce, the Lottie R. Russell, lumber 
laden, which was deserted about April 15. For five 
months she had drifted at will, and was finally reported 


as being in the path of commerce off Halifax. Our ~~ 
search-took us over 700 miles before we finally located ee

Reliable information, however, as to the effi- 
ciency of the various hospital services has been scant. 
Perhaps one reason is that there is something more 
dramatic about blowing a human being to pieces with 
a hand grenade than there is about taking the pieces 
and putting them together again.

Reports from the front are full of casualty lists—so 


many thousands killed, so many thousands wounded and 


so many thousands missing. They have been compara- 
tively silent about the thousands of repair shops where 
military scientists try to.undo the physical damage that 
other military scientists have wrought. Yet the army 
doctors have accomplished far more than the Generals. 
They at least have won decisive, definite victories. 
Everybody knows that a wide zone from the mouth 
of the Yser to the Swiss mountains had been fertilized 


‘with the life blood of Belgian, British, French and Ger- 


man soldiers. How many know that of every 100 men 


who went into the French hospitals, the first few | 


months of the war, for instance, less than three died 


and less than two more recovered but were unfit for 


further service; that 54.5 per cent returned to duty with- 
in short periods; that 24.5 per cent returned after fur- 
loughs for convalescence and that 17 per cent were on 
the road to ultimate recovery? 

Compared ta the loss of life in hospitals of other wars 
these figures are astounding. Analyzed, they reveal 
that, behind the smoke and uproar of the battlefield, 
there has keen quietly growing a gigantic machinery of 
salvage that for. efficiency puts the most effective ma- 
chinery of destruction to shame. That so much could 
have been done with so little of acclaim can only be 
explained by the war madness which obsesses the world. 

The first revelation of it comes through the official 

‘report of Surgeon A. M. Fauntleroy of the United States 
navy, who was detached for observation in the French 
hospitals by order of Secretary Daniels. The French 
military authorities gave Dr. Fauntieroy every oppor- 
tunity to study the matter, from the great base hos- 
pitals in the interior to the “postes a secours” on the 
firing line. With the characteristic clearness and com- 
prehensiveness of the service, his report is a thorough 
resume of all that has been achieved and is of double 
value. because his special training made it possible for 
him to understand all the military factors involved as 
well as those of medical and surgical science. 
The report also contains the gratifying information 
that American doctors have contributed no small amount 
to the success of the French service. One of them alone 
discovered an antiseptic solution of such efficacy in the 
treatment of infected wounds that it bids fair to dis- 
place all others and is used practically exclusively at 
all of the base hospitals. Other Americans have per- 
formed wonders in rebuilding shattered bodies and un- 
recognizable faces. 

Germany’s whirlwind attack through Belgium in the 
early days of the war entirely demoralized the hos- 
_pital service of the allies. Their lines were constantly 
retreating, “which,” Dr. Fauntleroy says, “allowed for 
practically no organization for field hospital work, or 
even the assembling of the wounded, much less caring 


_for the “ae Scarcely would a regimental stand be 


Allow the surgeons to form a hasty plan to 
uccor the wounded, when the order would

~-eome to fall back, There was nothing to do but apply as 


many first-aid dressings as practicable to the wounded 
in the immediate neighborhood of a surgical unit, and 
then leave them on the field to care for themselves, 
where those who survived necessarily became prisoners.” 

When finally the allies, under Gen. Joffre, took the 
offensive at the Marne, in September, and drove the Ger- 
mans back until approximately the present lines in 
France were established, the hospital service had to 
solve the problem of continually readapting its bases to 
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A new form of motor-cycle ambulance undergoing field tests. 


keep pace with the forward movement. As soon, how- 
ever, as a relatively permanent situation was reached, 
the hospital department quickly took advantage of it 
and began to perfect itself. 

“The evacuation and care of the sick and wounded has 
always constituted a problem of the gravest import in 
every campaign of history,” writes Dr. Fauntleroy. 
“Progress in this direction has not by any means kept 
pace with the advances in perfecting the.means for de- 
stroying human life and property. The history of every 
war has shown that the implacable working formula, so 
often quoted, ‘ammunition first, food second, wounded 
third,’ was not changed, nor has it received the con- 
sideration, in regard to alleviating the condition of the 
last factor of this formula, that its importance war- 
rants. 

“The task of evacuating the wounded is, even at its 
best, a complicated one, and there is no other class of 
military work which undergces such unexpected and 
startling variations. For this reason the military sur- 


geon must not only be skillful professionally, but he. 


must be a man of above the average courage and re- 
sourcefulness. 

“If the army advances, the wounded become each mo- 
ment farther removed from the enemy, and there is no 
serious difficulty in foilowing up and evacuating the 
wounded to the rear, provided the transportation facili- 
ties are adequate. When an army retreats, however, the 
difficulties multiply. The enemy advances with more 
or less rapidity, and the first-aid stations, temporary 
hospitals, field and clearing hospitals must be evacu- 
ated without delay. The equipment thus becomes scat- 
tered and lost and has to be renewed, this latter taking 
time and a further expenditure of nerve-wracking .en- 
ergy. 

“When an army remains practically stationary, as in 
the case of the present trench warfare, the situation is 
favorable for efficient work on the part of the medical 
department.” 

Summarized, the present French system begins with 
the “poste a secours,” which is located in a sheltered 
spot or in the cellar of a house at from 500 to 1000 
yards behind the reserve trenches. It is merely a first- 
aid station with equipment for the rapid treatment of 
wounds. A wounded soldier walks there if he can or is 
carried* by stretcher bearers. His injuries are examined, 
anti-tetanic serum is injected and he is tagged for one 
of the field hospitals, according to the nature or serious- 
ness of his wound. No such major operations as ampu- 
tations are performed here. 

From these refuge spots the wounded are carried in 
carts to a field hospital.

From the field hospitals the 
more seriously injured are removed to base hospitals 


‘in “the zone of the interior.” They are transported on 


ambulance cars, with-restaurant cars, under the charge 
of a surgeon. Each hospital train goes to a clearing 
or evacuation hospital. There are small] infirmaries in 
each railroad station along the line to which patients 
unable to stand further transportation are removed. At 
the evacuation hospital the wounded are grouped and 
tagged to various base hospitals, to which they are re- 
moved in motor ambulances. - 

Motor” ambulances are also used in the field hos 
pitals wherever possible. The best machine for this 
service has been found to be a car of American make, 
on account of its light body and springs. 

Slightly wounded soldiers and those requiring med- 
ical rather than surgical attention are sent to interior 
hospitals on canal barges, which have been fitted up 
for the purpose. This method helps to relieve railroad 
congestion and has been found to be very practicable. 
In addition to the base hospitals there are large num- 


bers of auxiliary ones to care for convalescents. These 


are conducted entirely by the Red Croses**Dr. Fauntle- 
roy speaks in glowing terms of the-unselfishness and 
self-sacrificing of thousands of French women, who vol- 
unteer for service at these and kindred institutions. 


On account of the large number of men who have lost 
their sight or the use of both arms and legs, the French 
Government is éstablishing through the Red Cross a 
system ef vocational training so that these unfortunates 
ye learn some trade or occupation that will enable them 

to support themselves in after life. 

The base hospital, buildings are divided into. a num- 
ber of different services, each apparently distinct from 
the others, with a general capacity of 2200 beds. There 


are medical, surgical, eye and ear, nose and throat, con-.

tagious and military prisoners services. The 
surgical service has a large and growing dental 
jepartment. Many cases are transferred from 
it to the surgical-dental department of the Ameri- 
tan ambulance. hospital at Neuilly for further 
treatment. 

“The French Government,” says Dr. Fauntle- 
roy, “is very reticent as regards statistics of all 
kitids, and no reliable percentages can be ob- 
tained in regard to any feature of medico-surgi- 
cal work. In fact it is believed that no serious 
effort has been yet made to tabulate the diseases and 
wounds, or the treatment and results, which are the 
outcome of the present war.. This information and 
other valuable data are doubtless in the archives of 
the service de sante, but it will not be made use of, 
or allowed to become general knowledge, until. the 
war is over. 

“Val-de-Grace has received on an average 17 pa- 
tients a day since the war began, or rather since 
the battle of the Marne and the German retreat: 
There were at first, as in all base hospitals, a con- 
spicuous number of tetanus cases, but there have 
been no-cases of this disease here for over six months, 
or since the time that the antitetanic serum has been

in use as a_ prophylactic. 
Typhoid fever cases were pres- 
ent in considerable number at 
the beginning of the year, but 
only six conValescent cases are 
now in the hospital. 

“As in other base hospitals, in 
passing through the wards, it is 
apparent that by far the greater 
number of serious cases were 
by shell, bullet and hand-grenade 
wound of the head and com- 
pound fractures of the Jong 
bones, with a fair percentage of 
joint involvement due to shell 
and grenade fragments. It was 
said that there had been qbtite 
a number of head cases in 
which metal -fragments were removed from the brain 
or incision and drainage done for brain abcess, with 
‘ apparent recovery until three or four weeks had elapsed, 
and then suddenly meningitis would develop and carry 
off. most of the cases. 


“Gas gangrene was apparently as prevalent as in 
other base hospitals having an. active surgical service, 
This condition was treated here by wide incisions and 
free drainage, with after irrigations of half-strength per- 
oxide of hydrogen, and weak aqueous solutions of either 
iodine. or sodium hypochlorite. Although there were 
quite a number of stump cases visible, the statement was 
made that amputation is rarely resorted to in the un- 
complicated gas-infection cases, and that the present 
treatment was eminently satisfactory. 


To scientists, the most important of all the. base hos- 
pitals is that at Compeigne, where the world-renowned

complement of doctors and trained nurses than any of 
the othgrs, with every modern hospital facility. It is 
finaneed partly by the Rockefeller Institute of New York 
and partly by the French Government. Besides Dr. Car- 
rel there are five French surgeons, a highly skilled 
chemist, Dr. H.°D. Dakin of the Herter laboratory, New 
York City; an artist, Mr. Tonetti; two administrative 
officers and a full complement of Swiss nurses, grad- 
uated under Dr. Kocher of Bern. Mme. Carrel is there 
and exercises a constant supervision over the patients. 

One of the chief purposes of this institution was. to 
undertake research with reference to developing the 
most efficient antiseptic for the treatment of infected 
wounds. “All the well-known antiseptics have been tried 
out in diferent ways,” Dr, Fauntleroy writes, “and Dr. 
Dakin*has compounded for trial and comparison 130 dif- 
ferent chemigal antiseptic combinations. 

“The result of this painstaking @xperimentation has 
developed an antiseptic for -the treatment of infected 
wounds, which not only unquestionably meets all the 
present surgical demands, but for clearing up infected 
and sloughing wounds is practically a specific. Since 
practically every wound that reaches a base hospital is 
infected in a greater or less degree, it has been more and 
more apparent to surgeons in this war that a vigorous 
campaign of antisepsis is to be adopted in the handling 
of all wounds. The exception to this rule is the com- 
paratively small number of perforating or penetrating 
rifle-ball or small-missile wounds of the extremities, 
which are usually not infected and heal spontaneously,

without requiring more than an expectant line of treat- 
ment. 


“In contrast to the surgery of peace, where surgical 
asepsis is the goal to be sought for, the general surgical 
treatment in this war has harked back to the day of Lis- 
ter, with the idea of combating an already present infec- 
tion in the wounds which demands surgical treatment. 
Whenever it becomes necessary to operate for conditions 
under circumstances which insure asepsis, the principles 
of modern surgical asepsis, instead of antisepsis, are car- 
ried out. 


“The antiseptic developed hy Dr. Dakin, and tried out 


in a thoroughly convincing manner at the Carrel Hos- . 


pital, is an aqueous solution of 0.5 per cent concentration 
of sodium hypochlorite and is made as follows: Dissolve 
in a large bottle 140 grams of dry carbonate of soda with

chloride of lime (bleaching 
powder) and shake well. 
After half-an hour siphon off 
the cléar fluid into another 
bottle through a cotton plug 
or filter paper and then add 
40 grams uf boric acid to the 
clear filtrate. 

“This solution is neutral to 
litmus and is the proper 
strength for wet dressings 
and irrritations. A stronger 
stock solution of 4 per cent may be made, but the quan- 
tity of boric acid to be added must be determined ex- 
actly, so that the solution is just acid to phenolphthalein 
suspended in water; otherwise the solution decomposes 
very quickly. The solution should be made fresh every 
three or four days and the dry stock ingredients should 
be kept in covered receptacles. Besides its proven effi- 
ciency, this solution can be made up in small amount 
at a cost of only about 5 cents for 10 liters.” 

The proper use of this solution, Dr. Fauntleroy de- 
clares, will usually practically sterilize a wound in from 
three to four days. As employed’in wet dressing at 
Compeigne, through the irrigation method there used, it 
usually makes amputations for badly infected compound 
fractures unnecessary. It quickly separates and dis- , 
solves necrotic material ina wound. Alcohol and simi}, 
irritants are not to be used in connection with it. 

Thanks to vaccines and the anti-tetanic serum, tetanus 
andthe various forms of typhoid fever have practically 
disappeared from the military hospitals. While typhoid 
fever has not been wiped out, as in the American army 
and navy, it is rapidly going. There has been no cere- 
brospinal epidemic or any appearance of ‘cholera and 
kindred plagues. Disease in the French army is com- 
paratively rare and the men in-general are in good health 
and robust appearance. 

“The general idea so far carried out in military sur- 
gery,” says the report, “has been along the lines of grad- 
ed attention to the wounded. Commencing with the ap- 
plication of the first-aid dressing or in the ‘refuge sta- 
tion,’ passing through the first-aid station where the 
wounded are grouped, anti-tetanized, tagged, 
and arranged for transportation; on back to a field hos- 
pital, where the wounds: are inspected and more elab- 
orate measures taken, such as the introduction of drain- 
age tubes when necessary or the application of a more 
pretentious, if not-permanent, dressing; until finally a 
base hospital is reached, where such radical operations 
are performed as are indicated. The whole system is 
the result of a cOmpromise, on the one hand, between 
the ideal treatment of wounds in a well-equipped civil 
hospital under normal conditions, and, on the other, 
the oftimes overwhelming work to be performed under 
the very trying conditions of urgent war surgery in the 
field.” 

The surgeons, and particularly those who work with 
dental surgeons at the American hospital,* have per- 
formed miracles in rebuilding the shattered features of 
wounded men. Some of the soldiers come in with a 
nose or the eyes, or perhaps part of the jaw, shot away. 
One would think them damaged beyond all hope of re- 
pair, or, if they survived, doomed to go through life 
shockingly disfigured. Yet new noses or chins or les 
are built up and they leave the hospital, normal except 
for scars, and even the scars are not as frightful as 
might be expected. 

The surgical dental service is under the joint control 
of two American resident dentists, Drs. Hayes and Dav- 
enport, who are assisted by six other dentists from Amer- 
ica and England. There is also a nose and throat spe- 
cialist and an eye and ear specialist to work in conjunc- 
tion with them. ‘All patients admitted to the American 
hospital are carefully examined as to the condition of 
the mouth and teeth and these are at once put into good 
condition, the results being an improved digestion _and x 
better general health. |
